the American league would no longer 
countenance this imposition of the pub- 
lic. Through the influence of President 
Navin of the Detroit club Cobb has agreed 
not to be a party to the deception after 
the three articles already contracted for 
under his signature have been published. 
League to Bar Fake Articles. 
In the future American league club 
owners will put their foot down on any 


attempt by newspaper writers to induce 


their players to stand for the use of their 
names in connection with articles they 


do not write. Baseball players with the 


ability to write their own ideas for publi- 
cation will continue to be at liberty to 
sell them to the press, although that prac- 
ice will be discouraged on account of the 
hard feelings likely to be produced among 
ball players. he 

If a player writes criticisms worth 
printing he is bound to make enemies, | 
and if he doesn’t his opinions rarely are 
worth printing. However, the only abso- 
lute ban will be against fake articles, sup- 
posedly written by ball players. 

Tue TRIBUNE has opposed this practice 
for several years and has not engaged s0- 
called “player experts" to cover big 
baseball events even when they were

There is a lot about this ball that young 
ball players ought to know. It seems so sim- 
ple that it is almost universally overlooked by 
the boy ball player. THe gets all wrapped up 
in the joys of curve throwing and shortly gets

The overband ball can be given the maxi- 
mum of speed and the maximum of control, 
which is simply because it is the most natural 
throw. A lot of pitchers use it when they 
want to cinch a strike.

In throwing the overhand ball the hand 
should be kept pretty well over the head. Get 
the ball in your hand right and keep holding it 
the same way. One of the best ways is to take 
it between the thumb and the first two fingers. 
but whatever way you prefer, stay by it. 
When the ball is released the thumb should be 
right under the ball and the fingers exactly 
over the top. It is a simple proposition of 
mechanics. Hold the ball so that it rotates out 
of the hand right off the ends of the fingers. 
That gives it a twirling motion in such a 
plane that it helps to hold the ball true in its 
course. If the ball is allowed to slip over the 
sides of the fingers, or a twist of the hand is 
permitted, then the axis of rotation of the ball 
is not in the plane of its flight and an un- 
desired curve results, reducing both the speed 
and accuracy of the throw. 

Watch your feet and keep them placed where 
you can get the strength of the whole body 
into the throw.

HE work of at least two native poets 
‘) gives color to the idea that a school of 

Illinois poetry may arise. These men 

are Edgar Lee Masters of Chicago and 
Vache] Lindsay of Springfield. Their writ- 
ings, quite different in form, nevertheless have 
in common: a- wide departure from conven- 
tional poetry, but aside from that departure 
they stand out as marking a new phase of 
poetic thought. 4 

Mr. Masters, who has come ‘to notice 
through the publication of his volume “ Spooa 
River Anthology,” must be credited with hav- 
ing done something original. He has caused 
the dead of a country cemetery to talk of the 
lives they lived on earth. The good, the bad 
(and there are many of these), the meek, the 
supercilious, the wronged, and the wrongers 
eech voices what was uppermost in hia 
thoughts when he walked among his fellows. 
Old grudges are nursed, old joys, old sorrows 
are recounted, the whole making a touching 
and pitiful world in little. 

Of the author and “ Spoon River” let Mr. 
Masters himself speak: 

“TI have lived in Siac oie ee With obve the 
first year of my existence, which was spent in 
Kansas. 1 grew up to 12 years of age in 
Petersburg, when we moved to Lewistown. 

“Both Petersburg and Lewistown were full 
of quaint and picturesque types of character, 
but of a dissimilar sort. Petersburg and its 
environs were noted for their high bred Vir- 
ginians, their buoyant, zestful, rollicking Ken- 
tuckians, given to story telling, to the fiddle, 
dancing, and horse racing. Every prank and 
every burst of humor on the part of Lincoln 
had its counterpart among dozens of the old 


‘timers of this locality. There were some of 


this class of people around Lewistown, but 
they lived on a less joyous level, while the 
town itself took a more serious tone and even 
a more intellectual one from the New Eng- 
landers who divided the control of affairs with 
the liberals and threw each other into a clear 
relief unknown to Petersburg. 

“ People ask me how I came to write ‘ Spoon 
River Anthology.’ Well, they must look back 
to the days I have just briefly sketched to get 


_ fits origin. But if readers find in it human 


nature, the salt of life, democracy. they must 
credit them to my father. If they find in ita 
critical aloofness of men and their pretensions, 
an irony under sympathy, they ‘ant credit 
them to my mother. 

“TI am glad that the critics take it as a micro- 
cosm. If it were just a picture of village life 
its sagnificance would be proportioned to the 
village. I did pot mean it as a suburban in- 
terpretation, and evidently my meaning has 
been caught. The names in the anthology are 
not actual names; they are the combination 
of real surnames with real given names, chosen 
as an echo or exponent of the character 
drawn.” . 7 re 

It is difficult to make a selection which will 
do justice to the work, but the following may, 
perhaps, illustrate as well as any the spirit 
in which the author has performed his task:

Rugged and unformed as is much of his 
verse, there is yet in it life and deep under- 
standing of the human race without regard to 
pigtientatio# or position in the sociel scale.

In order to cook the pulp 
enough so as to leave the seeds wholly 
bare, it is necessary to add water in 
cooking them, but the jam can be made 
much quicker if this is not done, If they 
are simply mashed and cooked without 
water for a few minutes; put them through 
strainer, measure, and put on ‘to cook, 
gradually adding their measure of sugar. 
A cup can be made in ten minutes in this 
way, which jellies perfectly. and it can be 
used in more ways, and {n all way#is much 
finer, than the jam with the seeds.

It is four and three- 
tenths light years distant. That is,-the 
light from this nearest of the other gune 
travels twenty-five trillions of miles—re- 
member the 93,000,000 miles of our own 
sun—before it reaches us. That is the 
nearest of the other sun. It is in @ 
southern constellation. But take one of 
the suns now visible in the evening sky. 
The accompanying sky map will show 
how to find Spica, the bright sun of the 
constellation of the Virgin, swinging on 
beyond Arcturus, which can be found by

Spica is more than 000 light years away 
from us. A light year is the time which

With the British navy sweeping the seas and our 
important coast towns protected only by poorly 
manned and poorly armed forts, a limited supply of 
antiquated submarines, and not enough mines ad>- 
quately to dot the entrances to Boston and New 
York harbors alone, our Atlantic and Pacific sea- 
boards would be at the mercy of the invaders. 

The action in the Dardanelles has shown that 


the longest range guns aboard ship are not so effect- 
ive in actual battle as shorter range guns on land, 
so it is not probable that the British fleet would at- 
tempt to force an entrance into New York harbor 
past the Sandy Hook and New Jersey fortresses. 
But Rockaway Beach, off Long Island, is unfortified, 
and it lies beyond the maximum range of the most 
powerful guns at Sandy Hook. The British fleet 
could halt outside the range of the Sandy Hook guns 
and protect a landing force bent upon an attack 
against New York from Long Island. Once the 
British fleet had maneuvered for a position so as 
to cover a landing party against attack an expedi- 
tion could soon be in possession of our most impor- 
tant coast fortifications. This for the reason that 


the coast defense guns shoot only toward the sea and 


ean be taken without opposition from behind. 


Rhode Island, Long Island, Atlantic City, the 
Chesapeake bay, South Carolina, Florida, Mobile, 
and Galveston offer interesting objectives for a Brit- 
ish land invasion. These positions are unfortified 
and the Atlantic fleet is not large enough to block 
the approach to their harbors. 

From the first the United States navy would be 
groping like a person in the dark, while the British 
navy would have a complete knowledge of every 
movement of the American fleet. This handicap 
arises from the fact that the United States is prac 
tically without scout cruisers—those swift moving 
vessels which ferret out the enemy and appraise his 
strength for the benefit of the fleet of superdread- 
naughts in the background—ywhile Great Britain is 
abundantly supplied with them. 

We might, if we had some submarines of the type 
which has done such effective work for the Germans, 
retaliate by submarine warfare in lieu of an adequate 
number of first line battleships, but Great Britain 
bas eighty-five submarines, many of which are of 
the latest Holland type, which less than ten of the 
American submarines have shown that they ate able 
correctly to discharge a torpedo while moving at a 
moderate submerged speed. The torpedo boat de- 
stroyer is the only weapon which can be used 
against the submarine with any reliable effect and of 
these to combat possible submarine invasions we have 
62, while Great Britain has 227. 

It is not likely that England would attempt an 
invasion of the far inland, if she should strike at 
anything at all except the seaboard cities—the dis- 
tance to be traversed would be too great with an 
army as smal] as England's and the odds against 
holding positions once they were taken too heavy, 
but our imports and exports would be stopped in- 
stanter. Our commerce with foreign nations would 
be paralyzed by the British blockading fleet. Shut 
off from intercourse with Canada and being unable 
to obtain anything from Mexico, the United States 
would be forced to depend upon its own resources 
for existence. 

On the Pacific coast the Pacific fleet would have 
to contend not only with a substantial division of 
the British fleet. which would come around by way 
of the Mediterranean and the Suez canal, but’ with 
the Australian, Indian, and New Zealand auxiliary 
Beets. Australia possesses one dreadnaught which 
has a speed of twenty-five knots and a prime bat- 
tery of twelve inch guns, two protected cruisers, and 
several troop ships and destroyers. The Indian ma- 


rine could supply troop ships, auxiliary cruisers, and 
minor gunboats. New Zealand has one dreadnaught 
and one gunboat, ;

Comparison of First Line Ships. 

England has in service and building forty-six ships 
of the dreadnaught and superdreadnaught class, ex- 
clusive of the victims of German submarines, as 
against twenty-eight ships of this rank in the United 
States navy. England possesses aine battle cruis- 
ers, the United States possesses none. 

Of her first line ships England har five—the 
Queen Elizabeth, the Warspite, Barham, and Valiant 
(completed) and Malaya (to be completed this year) 
—each of which mounts eight 15 inch guns, has a 
speed of twenty-five knots an hour, and a displace- 
ment of 27,500 tons, The U. 8. 8. Pennsylvania, re- 
cently launched (the mightiest of our first line ships), 
mounts as first line armament twelve 14 inch guna, 
has a speed of twenty-one knots, and a displacement 
of 31,400 tons. The Oklahome and Nevada, the two 
superdreadnaughts ranking next to the Pennsylva- 
nia, have a speed of only 20.5 knots and mount ten 
14 inch guns, 

As a gauge to the relative effectiveness of the first 
line ships mentioned of the two powers it will be 
noted that the Queen Elizabeth and sister ships are 
five knots an hour faster and bave a greater effective 
range by reason of their superior calibered guns than 
the first line ships of the United States. | 

If the United States ships of the Pennsylvania 
class could force the issue at close range—which 
they would find hard to do on account of lack of 
speed—they would be able to discharge a more pow- 
erful broadside than the British ships of the Queen 
Elizabeth type. This is because the Queen Elisabeth 
and sister ships mount only eight 15 inch guna, 
while the primary battery of the Pennsylvania is 
twelve 14 inch guns. At close range the Uaite.! 
States ships have a more effective dead ahead and 
dead astern enfilade than the British first line ships 
—again because the United States ships have a 
dead ahead fire and a dead astern fire from siz 
guns, as against four for the British. 

* 
Speed Gives Big Advantage. 

It has been demonstrated noteworthily in the duel 
between Togo and Rodjesvensky that the faster fleet 
has a tremendous advantage over the slower fleet if 
the armament is approximately the same. When 
two fleets have gone into battle in parallel lines 
the faster fleet forges ahead and concentrates its fire 
upon the van ships of the slower fleet, thus throw- 
ing the rear ships of the slower fleet out of 
action. Then, encircling the slower fleet. the 
faster fleet is able to fire devastating broadsides into 
the slower fleet, while the latter is able to respond 
only with half of its guns or else leave one side unre- 
sponsive to the fire, 

The English navy has in its class next to the 
Queen Elizabeth twelve superdreadnaugbts, each 
mounting ten 13.5 inch guns which throw a. shell 
weighing 1,250 pounds. Next to the Pennsylvania 
class the United States has the New York and the 
Texas, each mounting ten 14 inch guns; but the next 
(Arkansas) class only six dreaduaughts, 
each mounting either ten or twelve 12 inch gune.ia 
the prime battery.

Today one discovers opera, with its 
glare of footlights; one hears the incon- 
solable saxophone lamenting comically 
ever the fox trots and one steps.

HE Dixie highway, which was re- 
cently established between Chicago 
and Miami, Fla., crossing Illinois, 
‘Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennes- 

see, Georgia, and Florida, is to have 
ceiaabal $9,726,400 for improvement. 

This sum of money has been voted in 
bonds and tax levies ad counties of the 

above states. 

With the ad@Mon of the Michigan-Ohio 
loop provided Ser by the officials of the 
Dixie highway and the proposed exten- 
gion of the western branch to take in cen- 
tral Forida and the east division from 
Mecon to Jaéksonville this bond issue and 
tax levy will be nearly $15,000,000. This 
gum will enable the promoters to com- 
plete this highway and also maintain it. 

For the purpose of harnessing the en- 
thusiasm and interest manifested in the 
eeveral states the fourteen directors ap- 
pointed by the governors of the seven 
states have started this task by opening 
offices in Chattanooga, Tenn., to carry 
out their plans.

Notes. 
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By Reed L. Parker. 


MAHA, Neb., is the new motor 
‘speedway center of the Missouri 
‘valley. That the prestige of the 
Sioux City track was lost by the 
exhibition staged there July $ and 

that it was transferred, at least in the 
minds of most of those who saw both 
races, to Omaha is the general opinion. 

Omaha has a wonderfully spectacular 
automobile course. Those who have 
never seen the new speedway there will 
not be able to realize the sensation at- 
tendant to seeing five or six motor cars, 
all capable of more than 100 miles an 
hour, circling a course one and one-quar- 
ter miles in length, 140 times at an aver- 
age speed of more than ninety-one miles 
an hour. 

Like giant files the cars looked as, plas- 
tered up against the side of a 42 degree 
banked turn, they revolved abouta crowd 
of more than 10,000 persons seated in 
automobiles below them. At a distance 
the banks resembled the side of a house. 
No man could climb to the outside re- 
taining wall without the aid of a ladder, 
yet four cars passed and iepassed one 
another on these banks as if ahey Were 
straightaways. - 


The track is about a year in advance of 


the motors. As soon as all cars can de- 
velop a) speed of 110 to 120 miles an hour 
the Omaha course will be as fast as any 
in the world, if not more than ten or 
twelve care are started. More than that it 
would be impossible to start with any 
degree of safety. — 


Despite all this, the first Omaha race 
was not @ popular success. The entry 
list was riddled by accidents to cars at 
Chicago and Sioux City the week pre- 
vious. Five of those that did appear for 
the race were fast enough to ride the 
track and five cars ere not enough when 
one is so much faster it easily can run 
away from the best of the field. The 
crowd at Omaha was not educated to 
motor racing. It could not realize the 
wonder of it all—that the drivers com- 
peting were entirely unacquainted with 
the possibilities of the course, that they 
had only half an hour’s practice before 
they started on a 300 mile grind, and that 
to most of them came the feeling that 
they might be driving their last race.
